A very tired chick loses mu< h 
of its vitality. Never tuix the 
liens and chicks loose and let them 
trail over miles of space before 
they are old enoughfito stand so 
much exercise. 

If you desire to raise incubator 
chicks with hens place one or two 
little chicks under each broody hen 
at night and in the morning they 
will be ready to take them all. 

For mites insect powder is of 
little avail. If you want to see 
them die quick apply thin white- 
wash with the spray pump and 
don't miss any of the crevices. 

Take time when feeding each 
day to watch the chicks and if any 
of them ^eem to be ailing remove 
them. Thev need especial atten- 
tion and a chance to get well and 
besides the health of a whole flock 
is endangered by leaving a sick 
chick with them. 

Sometimes hawks and crows can 
be frightened away by a good 
si/.ed Dag of some bright colored 
materia! put on a pole near the 
chicken coops. 

Have you introduced oats into 
the bill of fare for your chicks! 
Oats in some form gives vim to 
the chickens, old and young. We 
like the steel cut oatmeal for the 
little fellows the first few weeks. 

The feeding of beef scraps or 
meat in some form helps to keep 
the Leghorn chicks' feathers iron; 
outgrowing their bodies. Some- 
times they seem to feather out too 
soon and die from consequence ex- 
haustive drain on the system. A 
meat diet three or four times a 
week helps to keep the growth of 
their bodies up to that of their 
feathers. However, we are very 
careful in the use of beef sera, is. 
It must be sweet and clean. H it 
smells bail, sick chickens will fol- 
low its use. Inland Farmer.
